Declare in Report That Proposed Ex- 


penditure of $2,750,000 is Exces- 


sive for Probable Benefits. 


It is not probable that the proposal 


to make the Rock river a navigable 
stream from Janesville to 
Sterling, 


Illinois .with a seven foot channel, in- 
numerable locks and a reservoir 
oj 
water to keep the flow even in the 
present Horicon marsh district, will 
ever be accomplished in the present 
generation. 
The plan to - accomplish, 


this, which had its inception some five 
years ago and in which numerous 
Janesville men have been more or less 
identified, is practically abandoned by 
the report just filed 'by the govern- 
ment board of engineers for rivers and 
harbors. 


This report, after summarizing the 
entire situation, going into detail as 
to the conditions that exist, the feasi- 
bility of the project, the cost and ob- 
stacles to be overcome, found that the 
report of the engineers who made the 
preliminary survey two years ago,

treaty was negotiated more than hall 
a ciintury ago, between the United 
Stiles and the Republic of Mexico, 
which, if ratified, would have author- 
ized the United States "to intervene 
in support of its own citizens when- 
ever Mexico may be unable to guar- 
antee the same, without incurring the 
obligation or necessity of a general 
intervention in the domestic affairs of 
that country." 


The treaty had been lying in the se- 


cret archives of the senate committee 
on foreign relations since January, 
I860. The injunction of secrecy was 
removed yesterday by the senate, and 
the document ordered printed for the 
use of members of that body

DIET. 


The green, 
succulent 
vegetables 


are valuable chiefly for the mineral 
salts they contain and the flavor and 
variety.they give to the menu. They 
contain.but little starch and less pro- 
tein. However, they add bulk to the 
food and are of great value in keeping 
up the peristaltic action of the intes- 
tines. For this reason alone, if tor no 
other, they should be served once a 
day on our. tables the year round. 


The object in cooking vegetables is 


to soften the fiber and make it more 
easily digested. 


The cooking of vegetables, the serv- 


ing and seasoning, is an art and a 
science which is yet but touched upon, 
by the average cook. 


We must realize the importance of 


vegetable food before we' are willing 
to put study upon the manner of cook- 
' ig and serving. 


Raw cabbage Js mucS easier digest- 


ed than the cooked variety. It takes 
two hours to digest raw cabbage and 
about four or five when juggled by 
the average cook. Besides filling the 
house with the nauseating odor, she 
throws away the 
mineral 
matter, 


which Is its chief recommendation for 
a food. 


It is well to .remember that all of 


the odoriferous vegetables are much 
more wholesome if cooked in boiling 
salted water in an uncovered dish. 
When cooked in a tight kettle it not 
only spoils the food but makes the 
house uninhabitable!

The 
fact also that many farms are al- 
ready iaoeculated by sweet clover or 
in some other way, leads many farm- 
ers to take their chances when sow- 
ing the crop, with the result that 
their alfalfa dies out the first winter 
or that which survives is yellow and 
sickly looking. 


The inocculated soil 
from 
some 
nearby alfalfa field may be applied 
direct to the 
growing 
crop 
and 
should be applied at the rate of 100 
pounds per acre', remembering the 
directions given previously that the 
sun should not be allowed to shine 
upon it. For that reason it is best 
to sow on a cloudy day or towards 
night and should be' immediately har- 
rowed in. 


Do not be afraid o£ the harrow on 
the alfalfa. When used thoroughly 
it has increased the value of many a 
field and prolonged its life of useful- 
ness.

space~to the alfalfa plants, which,"if 
other conditions are favorable, are 
glad of the opportunity for increasing 
growth. 
Even Canada thistles are 
said to be 'eradicated by the alfalfa, 
also the find weed or wild morning 
glory. But. the Kentucky blue grass 
and other grasses frequently crowd 
in and choke out the alfalfa if left 
to work their way. Harrowing the 
alfalfa will remedy this if used after 
cutting. 
Mr. Wing recommends' a 
spring tooth harrow with teeth sharp- 
ened into diamond shaped points 'not 
more than one inch wide. It will kill 
the weeds but not the alfalfa. 
There are some weeds,- however, 
that even alfalfa teannot down. If 
dodder, a little parasitic vine with 
an almost leafless yellow string-like 
stem gets possession of the alfalta 
the farmer may as well plow it up 
and proceed to its extermination by 
planting it to some cultivated crop. 
In the experience of the writer in 
raising alfalfa was that he was able 
to get a successful stand without in- 
occculation as sweet clover grew in 
adjacent land. On a newly acquired 
field corn had been grown the previ- 
ous year but had not been "kept clean. 
AVeeds appeared in the alfalfa but 
with the exception of mustard was 
left to the destruction of the mower, 
which was effectual. The piece be- 
ing 'a small one, the mustard was 
given hand treatment, being pulled 
up wherever . its 
yellow 
(blossoms 
showed their heads above the grow 
ing crop. 
Alfalfa is a lieavy feeder, having 
an immense root growth, and though 
it puts nitrogen into the soil it takes 
phosphorous from it, and like other 
plants, needs fertilization. For this 
purpose barnyard manure and phos- 
. phorous are the best fetilizers, the-ma- 
Inure to provide humus and the latter 
to supply that which the crop takes 
from the soil. 
,

The forms of 
phosphate 
recom- 
mended are basic slag, bone meal and 
raw rock phosphate in the proportions^ 
of 200 to 500 pounds of basic slag or 
bone meal and 1,000 to 2,000 pounds 


of raw rock phosphate. 
' ' 
The use of raw rock phosphate 
without manure is not advised, be- 
cause in order to do its work it needs 
to come into contact with decaying 
organic matter. 
Basic 'slag Jphos'i 
pliate is especially recommended as 
a top dressing for alfalfa if it can be 
purchased at a reasonable price be- 
cause it contains both phosphoric 
acid and lime.

ground was harrowed and basic slag 
applied in strips, using 500 to 1,000 
pounds per acre, and acid phosphate 
at the rate of 500 pounds per acre 
to another strip, harrowing them in 
with spring toothed harrow. 
The 
third cutting on fertilized strips gave 
3,000 pounds of clry hay to the acre. 
In this case the extra hay cost for the 
fertilization about $2.42 per ton. 
To sum up, if you have alfalfa well 
established 
you ought to do these 
things: 
First—Take an alfalfa harrow and 
after flrst or second cutting harrow 
it well to take out grasses and weeds. 
Second—Feed it yearly •with phos- 
phorous. 
• \ 
Third—If land is peaty or light and 
chaffy add potash to the fetilizer and 
your alfalfa will do well there. 
So treated it will endure for many 
years on any farm provided it is not 
cut too late or covered with ice sheet 
in winter.
